THE ADJOURNED ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


Tue ninety-cighth statutory Annual 
General Meeting of the British Medical 
Association opened at the Association’s 
House, Tavistock Square, London, on 
Tuesday, July 22nd, and a report of 
the proceedings up to the adjourn- 
ment appeared in the Supplement of 
August 2nd (p. 92); they were con- 
cluded with full ceremony at the 
Winter Club, Winnipeg, on the morn- 
ing of Tuesday, August 26th, when 
‘the outgoing President, Professor Arthur Burgess, in- 
ducted Professor Harvey Smith to the presidency by 
transferring to him the badge of office. Official speeches 
of welcome were made by the Hon. John Bracken, Prime 
Minister of Manitoba, and by the Mayor of Winnipeg, 
Lieut.-Colonel Ralph H. Webb, who presented the Associa- 
tion with the flag of Winnipeg, to be hung in the Great 
Hall at Tavistock Square with the flags of other cities 
where Annual Meetings have been held. 

In his address the Premier said that the visitors were 
holding their meeting in a pioneer province of a pioneer 
land. He hoped that their stay in Winnipeg would be 
pleasant and fruitful, and expressed the pride felt by 
Manitoba that its capital had been chosen for the delibera- 
tions of an Empire-wide organization. ‘‘It gives me 
great pleasure,’’ he said, ‘‘ to weleome you to Canada, the 
oldest and largest Dominion of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, to Manitoba, the keystone province of Canada, 
and to Winnipeg, the central city of the nation.” In 
handing the flag of the city to the Chairman of Council, 
Colonel Webb declared that the people of Winnipeg had 
been looking forward to this important Empire-wide 
meeting for the past two or three years. 

Sir Ewen Maclean invested Professor Burgess with the 
Immediate Past-President’s badge, and spoke appreciatively 
of the able performance of duty which had characterized 
the retiring President’s term of office. After the presenta- 
tion of badges to Mrs. Harvey Smith and Mrs. Burgess, 
the Chairman of Council, Dr. H. B. Brackenbury, reported 
that Dr. W. G. Willoughby, medical officer of health for 
Eastbourne, had been elected by the Representative Body 
to preside over the Association during the year 1931-32, 
and Dr. Willoughby was then invested by Professor 
Harvey Smith with the President-Elect’s badge. The two 
Rew vice-presidents, Dr. A. D. Blackadder of Montreal and 


Sir Ewen Maclean, were introduced, and the honorary 
membership was announced of Archbishop Matheson, 
Primate of the Church of England in Canada, and Mr. 
T. B. Macaulay, president of the Sun Life Assurance 
Company in Canada. 


Reception of Delegates. 
The next item on the programme was the formal 
presentation of delegates. 


Six delegates represented the American Medical Association :

Prize Awards. 
The following awards of prizes were announced: The Sir 
Charles Hastings prize to Dr. William H. Bradley, Stratton- 
on-the-Fosse, Somerset, for his clinical study on nasopharyngeal 
epidemics in public schools; the Katherine Bishop Harman 
rize to Dr. Richard R. Armstrong and Dr. Harold Burt- 
White, for their joint essay ‘‘ The problem of puerperal 
sepsis ’’; the Dawson Williams Memorial prize to Dr. F. J. 
Poynton, for his work on behalf of rheumatic children, par- 
ticularly in the establishment of ‘‘ rheumatic centres.”’ 


President’s Address. 

Professor Harvey Smith then delivered to a highly apprecia- 
tive audience his Presidential Address on ‘‘ Medicine in 
Canada,’’ of which the full text appeared in the special 
Canadian Supplement to our issue of August 30th. At its 
conclusion a vote of thanks to the President was carried with 
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The Pathological Museum. 
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Hotes on the Winnipeg Moecting. 


THE PATHOLOGICAL MUSEUM. 

Tue first meeting of the Museum Committee was held on 
February 26th, 1929. Plans were then considered for 
collecting suitable material, and it was decided to nominate 
local representatives, one at each of the university centres 
in Canada, who would be in a better position than the 
committee to choose exhibits of high standard and ye@esent 
them in an attractive manner. The committee sent out sug- 
gestions to the local representatives, and invited physicians 
and scientific workers who had been doing outstanding 
research to submit their material. As the meeting was 
representative of the profession of the whole Empire it 
was the wish of the committee to have exhibitors not only 
from Great Britain, but from the other sister Dominions. 
The secretaries of the various Sections were accordingly 
circularized, and asked to invite persons who could present 
interesting material to do so. The medical faculties of 
the universities of the sister Dominions were similarly 
circularized, but owing to the cost and difficulty of trans- 
portation they submitted very little material. ; 

In considering the cost of transportation the committee 
decided that as it was allotted $2,000 to cover all 
expenses the university centres and hospitals should be 
requested to pay transportation costs whenever possible. 
The University of Manitoba, and especially its medical 
faculty, helped greatly by lending material. The university 
supplied all the necessary tables and lamps for microscopes. 
The Faculty of Medicine very kindly lent fifty new Zeiss 
microscopes without any charge. All the material ex- 
hibited was insured against fire and theft as soon as it 
arrived. The catalogue of the exhibits was prepare 
from the descriptions sent in on special sheets by the 
exhibitors. These were summarized so that a few lines 
would describe the nature of the exhibit and any visitor 
might know at once which exhibit would be of interest 
to him. The plan of the exhibition was placed in the 
front of the catalogue, and a plan of the ground floor of the 
Winter Club, at which the meeting was held, was placed 
on the outside of the cover. From a key listing the 
exhibits under the heads of the various Sections any visitor 
could easily locate the exhibits in his medical specialty. 


The Surgical Section. 

A demonstration showing the effects of sympathectomy 
in vascular diseases was exhibited by Dr. A.W. Adson, Mayo 
Clinic, Rochester. One showcase illustrated the clinical 
and pathological features of Raynaud’s disease and its 
surgical treatment by sympathectomy. Wax models of 
the hands and feet were shown demonstrating the cyanotic 
colour before operation and normal colour after operation. 
Charts illustrated the operation used for excision of the 
lumbar sympathetic ganglia in Raynaud’s disease of the 
lower extremities, and the increase in temperature follow- 
ing operation. Photomicrographs showed the changes in 
the capillaries in the nail fold before and after surgical 
treatment. Other photomicrographs illustrated cross 
sections of veins and arteries in thrombo-angiitis obliterans. 
Wax models of the hands and feet affected by typical 
lesions of this disease were part of this exhibit, which in- 
cluded an analysis of symptoms such as claudication, non- 
healing ulcers, sudden arterial occlusion, superficial phleb- 
itis, oedema, and vasomotor disturbances. Sympathectomy 
was shown to be of value in this disease, except where 
extensive gangrene had occurred. 

Sciatica was the subject of an interesting demonstration, 
which illustrated how sciatica was classified from the stand- 
point of infectious origin, neuritis, and arthritis. Charts 
were shown of typical cases, and z-ray pictures illustrated 
the type of bone lesion frequently found. Gross dis- 
sections of the lumbar spines and pelvis showed the outlet 
of the nerves and the usual osteo-arthritic changes occur- 
ring therein. This exhibit was prepared by Dr. A. P. 
McKinnon, surgeon to the orthopaedic section, St. Boni- 

face Hospital, Winnipeg. 

The treatment of varicose ulcer was the subject of an 
imteresting exhibit by Mr. A. Dickson Wright of St. Mary’s 


Hospital, London. This exhibit consisted of two plaster 
casts illustrating a moderately advanced varicose ulcer 
before and after surgical treatment, and bottled specimens 
showing actual lesions both in the tissue and in the bone, 
There were many photographs showing the various stages 
of healing, and Mr. Wright gave a number of cinemato- 
graphic demonstrations on his method of treatment. 

A unique collection of calculi from the urinary bladder 
was shown by Dr. E. J. Boardman of Winnipeg. Trans. 
verse sections of the calculi showed their structure in a 
very striking manner, and specimens of stone from various 
sources were similarly prepared. The exhibit consisted 
of stalactites from caves, deposits from around water- 
pipes, stones passed at stool, and calculi from chronically 
inflamed joints. 

A large chart showed the age incidence of carcinoma 
in specimens from the Pathological Institute of MeGill 
University. For this study 1,756 specimens were examined 
and the percentage incidence was shown on each organ— 
including the breast, cervix and other pelvic organs, lip, 
tongue, mouth, gastro-intestinal tract, and skin. The 
greatest incidence was in the age group 50 to 60, there 
being definite increase from 35 and a decrease from 60 
to 75. 

The facial surgery exhibit from the Canadian Army 
Museum showed the stages in repairing the damaged 
parts by flesh grafts. F'rom this museum came also illustra- 
tions of the most suitable means of blood transfusion in 
field hospitals, and a series collected by Major Rhea of 
compound comminuted fractures, of which some showed 
the loss of substance by bullet or shrapnel. 

An exhibit of surgical anatomy came from the depart- 
ment of anatomy, University of Manitoba. Specimens 
included dissections of the elbow, wrist, and ankle, illus- 
trating the normal extensions of synovial folds; and dis- 
sections showing the exact location and size of various 
diverticula of the intestinal tract. From the department 
of pathology came a series of brain tumours accompanied 
by clinical details and photomicrographs. . 

The medical art exhibit was of considerable interest. 
From the department of neuro-surgery were shown speci- 
mens drawn by Miss Maria Wishart; these illustrated the 
primary pathological lesions and the various steps in 
surgical treatment and after-results. McGill University 
sent a series of drawings by Miss Harriet Blackstock, 
illustrating gynaecological and urological diseases, with 
their appropriate treatment. 


Section of Medicine. 

Exhibits from McGill University and Toronto University 
provided unusual interest, especially wax casts illustrating 
various forms of skin disease and drawings of the typical 
clinical appearances of pellagra, acute obstructive hydro- 
cephalus, ete. Electrocardiographs of unusual conditions 
were shown by Dr. Burridge of Winnipeg General Hospital. 
ixhibits showing the relation of goitre to cardiac disease 
were supplied by Drs. D. McEachern and E. C. Andrus of 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore; and a series of 
charts illustrating the use of the polygraph was shown 
by Sir Kenneth Goadby, who also gave a clinical demon- 
stration with this instrument. 

Demonstrations of the cell sedimentation test, a simple 
method of blood matching for transfusion, cell diameter 
measurement by the use of an ordinary Kodak camera, 
and other laboratory tests were arranged by Dr. Daniel 
Nicholson of the University of Manitoba. 


Sections of Oto-Laryngology and Ophthalmology. 
A series of casts, the work of Dr. George McGregor, 
was shown by the department of oto-laryngology, Uni- 
versity of Toronto. These were made from cadaver 


specimens and dissections, and were accompanied by 
descriptions, and demonstrated points of surgical interest 
in diseases of the ear, nose, and throat. A series of 


foreign bodies removed from the air passages and _ the 
oesophagus was exhibited by Dr. George Fletcher of the 


Winnipeg General Hospital. 


Tumours of the larynx and 
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pharynx were demonstrated by gross bottled specimens 
and photomicrographic sections lent by Mr. E. D. D. 
Davis, Charing Cross Hospital, London. These were also 
ued for demonstration purposes in his address to the 
Section of Oto-Laryngology. 

The medical art department, McGill University, showed 
a series of diseased conditions of the eye, and a number 
of coloured illustrations of traumatic lesions of the eye, 
collected by Colonel S. W. McKce of the Westcliff Canadian 
Fye and Ear Hospital, were lent by the Canadian Medical 
Army Museum. Lantern slides of the various types of 
squint, before and after operation, were shown by Dr. 
(. M. Clare, Children’s Hospital, Winnipeg. 


The Pathological Section. 

A large collection of brain tumours with photomicro- 
graphs was lent by the department of pathology, Uni- 
yersity of Manitoba, and of renal and other pathological 

ecimens by St. Boniface Hospital, Winnipeg. From the 
McGill Medical Museum came a collection of specimens 
illustrating various forms of cardiac anomalies prepared 
by Dr. Maude Abbott. Dr. Oertel showed photomicrographs 
of nerves in tumours, and Professor James Miller of 
Queen’s University showed specimens illustrating syphilitic 
glomerulo-nephritis. The crigin and constitution of car- 
cinoids and pigmented naevi with their nervous elements 
were demonstrated by a series of beautiful autochromes 
lent by Dr. L. C. Simard, University of Montreal. 

To the Radiological Section specimens were sent from 
the principal hospitals throughout Canada, and the films 
were arranged in systems from an anatomical standpoint. 
The use of radium and @ rays was illustrated by exhibits 
from the Radium Institute, Montreal; and a standardized 
method of measuring tissue dosage in intra-oral carcinoma 
was shown in charts supplied by Drs. Quick and Martin 
of the Memorial Hospital for Malignant Disease, New 
York. Melanosis in the bowel was illustrated by a series 
of tissue sections lent by Dr. M. J. Stewart, School of 
Medicine, Leeds. 


Public Health and Bacteriology. 

The Connaught Laboratories of the University of 
Toronto supplied a large exhibit of special interest from 
the public health standpoint. The specimens showed the 
preparation of diphtheria toxoid; the identification of 
small-pox virus by the reaction in the skin of the rabbit; 
and the preparation of concentrated scarlet fever toxin. 
Charts from the department of biometrics illustrated 
the diabetic mortality in Ontario during the past fifty 
years, and the diphtheria mortality during the past 
forty years. Studies of B.C.G. which had been carried 
out by the Alberta Government and University Committee 
over the past five years were summarized and displayed 
in chart form. Charts showing the incidence of typhoid 
fever in Winnipeg illustrated how this disease decreased 
as the number of dry closets were closed up and proper 
sanitation adopted. Similar charts showed the decline in 
infant mortality in recent years, and the lowered diph- 
theria incidence following the use of toxoid in the schools. 

An exhibit showing the life-cycle of the mosquito and the 
successful method employed in the Winnipeg Anti-Mosquito 
campaign was lent by Dr. H. M. Speechly. Professor 
A, C. Rankin of the department of bactcriology, Uni- 
versity of Alberta, lent a small exhibit to show the 
common wood tick, which causes tick paralysis «nd 
may be a cause of spotted fever in human beings as 
well as in animals. Dr. Fred T, Cadham of the University 
of Manitoba supplied an exhibit of grain rusts with gross 
and microscopic preparations. The life-cycle of the broad 
(fish) tapeworm was the subject of exhibits lent by Drs. 
Fssex and Magath of the Mayo Foundation and by Dr. 
Daniel Nicholson of the University of Manitoba. A series 
of charts describing the 1928 epidemic of poliomyelitis in 
Winnipeg prepared from data collected by the Medical 
Research Committee of the University of Manitoba was 
lent hy Dr. J. M. McEachern. Mr. B. Evan Parry, 
supervising architect, Department of Pensions and National 
Health, Ottawa, lent a series of plans of hospitals in 
Canada. These showed the cost and bed capacity of the 
various hespitals, and were intended as a guide to cities 
and municipalities contemplating construction of hospitals. 


THE UNIVERSITY CONVOCATION. 

CoNFERMENT oF Honorary LL.D. Decrees. 
As briefly recorded in an earlier issue of the Journal a 
special convocation of the University of Manitoba was held 
in the auditorium of the Winnipeg Winter Club on 
Thursday, August 28th, for conferment of the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws. The Chancellor of the University, 
the Most Rev. S. P. Matheson, Archbishop of Rupert’s 
Land and Primate of All Canada, opened the proceedings 
with a brief informal address, and the cleven members 
of the medical profession upon whom he conferred the 
degree were as follows:

Dr. Prowse presented the first ten candidates to the 
Chancellor, and when his own turn came to receive the 
degree he was presented by the Hon. E. W. Montgomery, 
M.D., Minister of Health and Public Welfare for Manitoba. 
As each candidate came forward Dr. Prowse recited the 
outstanding facts of his career. He referred in particular 
to the services rendered by Lord Dawson and his colleagues 
in bringing the King back to good health after he had 
been close to death. At the conclusion of the ceremony 
Lord Dawson spoke on behalf of the new honorary 
graduates, reminding his audience that Sir Farquhar 
Buzzard also had been in attendance on the King during 
His Majesty’s illness. 


Lord Dawson’s Address. 

‘© Tt is to me a high privilege,”’ said Lord Dawson, ‘‘ to give 
expression on my own part and that of my colleagues to our 
appreciation of the honour just conferred upon us, and from our 
hearts we thank you. It will be to us a lifelong pride to be 
linked with the University of Manitoba. I am mindful that 
you are giving us the privilege of entry to your university 
through the portals of the law. Law and medicine have made 
points of contact. The law puts perhaps a greater emphasis 
on the deductive method of reasoning—and we an_ equal 
emphasis on the inductive. We both take a genial and kindly 


view of human frailty and, therefore, of ourselves. We both’ 


preach much and practice seldom. Lawyers rarely invoke the 
law to order their lives and doctors are shy to accept treatment. 
Their relations, so happy now, were not always thus. In 
certain convocations in earlier times so noisy were their differ- 
ences that the chancellor had to range the doctors of the law 
on one side of the chair and doctors of medicine on the other. 

‘‘ A university belongs to those things in life which matter. 
It is first a home of the higher learning, where knowledge is 
sought for its own sake, and where are kept alive, amidst the 
world’s striving, the things of the spirit. Next, it sends out 
info life a race of young citizens trained in mind, strong of 
limb and purpose, to lead the communities into which their 
lots are casi; to guide, in short, their Canada on the rising 
tide of its greatness. And, further, a university—and now to 
my owa pride I may say, such as ours—is a link of Empire 
where we can exchange thoughts and pursue the same ideals. 
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‘* This is an Empire unique in history, founded by enterprise, 
and held together by a common purpose and loyalty. View it 
from what standpoint you will, it fires the imagination. Far- 
flung over one quarter of the globe, under one comprehensive 
unity, it extends into the Arctic and Antarctic on the one hand, 
and into the Tropics on the other. It includes large parts 
of three continents and the whole of a fourth, and that fourth 
with an area larger than that of the United States. It contains 
every variety of climate; its citizens comprise on the ene hand 
primitive peoples, and on the other hand varied civilizations. 
India standing for the Eastern, and England and the Dominions 
for the Western. With the exception of cotton and_ possibly 
oil, the Empire produces all that modern man in material things 
requires. Think of its parent stem with its roots in the past, 
of the strength which comes from its gathered experiences in 
government, in the building and the extension of ordered 
liberty. Think of Westminster Abbey, Westminster Hall, the 
Tower of London. There they have stood through the long 
years. Think of Shakespeare and Milton, of Newton, | of 
Drake and Nelson. What a tradition of thought and action, 
yet a tradition that is not something old just to contemplate, 
but one living and instinct with confidence and inspiration— 
something dynamic, not static. Think of England of to-day 
and the great Dominions with their enlarging outlook and 
vigorous purpose, and you realize that the Empire is entering 
on a new chapter of its greatness, where the development of 
each country on its own lines and for its own good will go 
hand in hand with responsibility to the Empire’s protection 
and welfare. 

“And. in conclusion, let me say that to belong to your 
university is in a special sense to Lelong to you; and that we 
should belong to you and you to us, is our heart’s desire. 
Once more we thank you for having given us so great, so 
honoured, and to us so treasured an opportunity.” 


DINNER TO WOMEN MEMBERS. 

A DINNER in honour of the women members of the British 
Medical Association was given by the Federation of 
Medical Women in Canada on August 27th, with Dr. 
Mary Crawford, president of the Federation, in the chair. 
Replying to the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’’ which had been pro- 
posed by Dr. Maude Abbott, Dame Louise Mcllroy paid 
a glowing tribute to the achievements of the medical women 
of Canada and of Canadian nurses, particularly in the 
great war. ‘‘ Their pioneer work through the scattered 
areas of the West,’’ she said, ‘‘ was worthy of the greatest 
praise, and a brilliant future could be predicted by analogy 
with the history of the British Federation of Medical 
Women, which, from a modest beginning, had a few years 
ago attained its jubilee, and was now sending women doctors 
to all parts of the world.’ She expressed the deep 
gratitude of the visitors for the generous welcome and 
hospitality that had been accorded to them by their 
Canadian colleagues. 

A representative gathering of medical women, including 
visitors from India, China, and Great Britain, assembled 
at Brookside cemetery on August 28th to honour the 
memory of Dr. Charlotte W. Ross, who was one of the 
first women to practise medicine in Canada. Dr. Ross 
began her medical career in Montreal in 1875, and till 
her death in 1916 she practised continuously, acting for 
some years as chief medical officer of health for the Red 
River and Whitemouth Settlements. A wreath was laid 
on the grave by Dr, Edith M. Ross, granddaughter of 
Dr. Charlotte Ross. 


NATIONAL TEMPERANCE LEAGUE BREAKFAST. 


Tue sixtieth annual breakfast of the National Temperance 
League was held at Winnipeg in the Picardy salon on the 
morning of August 28th, with Professor Harvey Smith 
President of the British Medical Association, in the chair’ 
Dr. Courtney Weeks, in the course of a short address, said 
.that when, in 1869, the first of these annual breakfasts was 
held in Leeds, drunkenness was so marked a feature of 
English national life that there was a doubt whether the 
idea of total abstinence could ever be popularized. To-day 
temperance had its advocates among leading men of the 
medical profession all over the world; the use of alcohol 
in tlerapeutics had been restricted, and in some quarters 
completely discontinued; and in industry, above all in 


motor transport companies, there was an overwhelming. 
demand for employees who were abstainers. Dr. €. 0. 
Hawthorne, Chairman of the Representative Body, moving 
a vote of thanks, said that were he attempting to convert 
people to the cause of temperance he would invite them to 
one of the annual breakfasts, and the absence of the 
usual ‘ breakfast atmosphere’? would go far to achieve 
this object. 


MEDICAL MISSIONARY BREAKFAST, 


Uspver the auspices of the Medical Prayer Union the 
annual missionary breakfast was held at the Picardy 
Building, Winnipeg, on August 28th, under the chairman- 
ship of Professor Harvey Smith, President of the British 
Medical Association. Dr. H. P. Packard, who gave an 
address on his twenty-six years’ medical misstonary expe- 
rience in Persia, remarked that in his years of missionary 
work he had performed 19,000 operations and attended 
300,000 patients. He thought that the services of medical 
missionaries, in both Eastern and Western countries, were 
of inestimable value in alleviating disease and in pre- 
viding education in health habits. Greater success, he 
declared, would be achieved by first healing the body 
before attempting to heal the soul. In heathen countries 
there were 1,200 Anglo-Saxon medical missionaries in charge 
of 858 hospitals and 1,586 dispensaries, where over 
41 million patients were treated every year. Some hos- 
pitals, he added, with only twenty-five beds and a single 
medical attendant, had to deal with as many as 20,000 
patients annually. In thanking Dr. Packard for an in- 
spiring address, His Grace Archbishop Matheson said that 
he was happy to realize that the medical profession was 
joining hands with the Church in forming a firm back- 
ground for humanity. This sentiment was also expressed 
by Professor A. H. Burgess, in whose opinion the medical 
missionaries had proved to be the most effective. 


ADDRESS ON DIET AND HEALTH. 


Over seventeen hundred persons were present at the 
Winnipeg Winter Club on August 28th, when Dr. Morris 
Fishbein, Editor of the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, delivered an address on foods, fads, and follies. 
Dr. A. T. Bazin of Montreal was in the chair. The 
technique of the publicity-secking food quacks, said 
Dr. Fishbein, was to popularize one high-standing scientific 
phrase at a time. Calories were succeeded by vitamins, 
and campaigns to ‘‘ eat more wheat ”’ gave place to similar 
campaigns to ‘‘ eat more oranges ’’ and “‘ eat more raisins.” 
Tt was not surprising that after a sequence of injunctions 
to ‘‘ eat more ”’ the reducing fad should come into fashion, 
Dr, Fishbein warned his audience against the dangers of 
drastic weight reduction. The body could not stand the 
strain of losing more than two pounds a week. Among 
other fallacious dietetic doctrines Dr. Fishbein singled out 
for mention the warning never to take proteins and 
carbohydrates at one meal, which, reduced to simple terms, 
meant that potatoes must not be eaten with meat; and 
the warning against eating white bread because it might 
lead to cancer. Advocates of the latter doctrine pointed to 
the freedom from canccr of savages, who, it was well known, 
did not eat white bread. The simple fact, said Dr. 
Fishbein, was that cancer was a disease of middle or old 
age, and savages did not live long enough to get it, 


ADDRESS ON RADIUM THERAPY, 


In the course of an address given to the Canadian Club of 
Winnipeg at the Royal Alexandra Hotel on August 29th, 
Professor A. H. Burgess, Past-President of the British 
Medical Association, corrected some common misrepre- 
sentations about radium therapy, pointing out that neither 
radium therapy nor surgery could cure cancer in the 
sense of restoring the part affected by the disease to its 
normal function. So great was the degree of skill and 
experience required for the successful administration of 
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radium treatment that the National Radium Commission 
had decided to distribute the radium purchased out of the 
Thanksgiving Fund only to medical schools attached to 
wiversities, in order that the closest records of the results 
of its use could be kept. It was, he said, less dangerous to 
take the patient to the radium than to take the radium to 
the patient. The decision of the commission imposed no 
real hardships, because patients in whom the disease was 
so advanced that they were unable to travel were not 
suitable subjects for radium treatment, 


THE WINNIPEG MEETING: AN AMERICAN VIEW. 


Tar issue of the Journal of the American Medical 
Association for September 6th contains .the following 

ceful comment on the Winnipeg Meeting. It is headed 
“The British Medical Association in Canada ’’: 


The annual session of the British Medical Association just 
completed in Winnipeg, Canada, was an adjourned session 
from a meeting held in Great Britain some months ago. At 
the earlier meeting the Representative Body concluded its 
deliberations. The adjourned meeting in this country was 
planned for the holding of the scientific sessions and for all the 
ageantry and entertainment features of the regular meeting. 
Doginning with the opening session, which included the installa- 
tio of the President, the President’s Address, and the intro- 
duction of official representatives, proceeding with the official 
religious session, the President’s reception, and the great 
banquet, the meetings were impressive, instructive, indeed 
magnificent. Wellnigh a century has passed since the founding 
of the British Medical Association in 1832. The very age of 
the organization and the traditions of British custom lend to 
its functions colour and a distinctiveness unusual in medical 
affairs. Hundreds of Americans attended the meetings and 
took part in the scientific deliberations. Again and again the 
ity of the English-speaking nations was emphasized, and the 
international ck uracter of medicine given prominence. During 
the coming weeks many of our British colleagues will be 
touring the United States, and it is anticipated that American 
hysicians will give to them the hospitality and the welcome 
[ which American medicine is known throughout the world.

BRITISH MEDICAL JOURNAL 


A MeetiInc of Socialist medical practitioners was held in 
London at the National Labour Club on September 21st, with 

r. Finucane in the chair, to discuss the formation of a 
medical Socialist organization. The convener, Dr. C. W. Brook, 
read letters of apology for absence from, among others, Dr. 
Drummond Shiels, M.P., Mr. Somerville Hastings, M.P., and 
Dr. Stella Churchill, L.C.C. Dr. Brook stated that he had 
received a letter from Dr. Ewald Fabian of Berlin, informing 
him that an international union of Socialist physicians was 
about to be created, and that already strong national medical 
Socialist bodies were in existence, but dismay was felt that in 
England there was no similar body. Dr. Brook thought that 
the creation of a British organization was justified as a means 
of pressing for the establishment of a proper national healtli 
service ; as a means of making contact through the international 
union with other national Socialist’ medical organizations; as 
a means of considering future legislation for the benefit of the 
health of the workers and for bringing pressure to bear on the 
authorities to see that legislation was not only created but also 
carried into effect; and, finally, as a means of propagating 
Socialism among the ranks of the medical profession. A dis- 
cussion took place on the proposal to form an organization. 
Dr. Bushnell thought that it would be of great assistance to the 
workers’ health committees now in process of formation by the 
Independent Labour Party. Dr. Menon promised the active 
support of the Indian medical practitioners in this country. 
Dr. Peter Macdonald said that while he was in favour of the 
extension and improvement of the existing voluntary hospital 
system, he would support the establishment of such an organiza- 
tion. Dr. Esther Rickards, L.C.C., considered that it would 
prove extremely useful to the labour members of the committees 
of the newly established municipal hospitals and also to the 
advisory committee on public health of the Labour Party. A 


resolution favouring the formation of such a body was carried 
unanimously.

CONTRACT PRACTICE. 

Sm,—May I make this final appeal to medical practi 
tioners to break the present system of contract work befor 
it extends further and becomes irrevocable? 

My arguments are simple—namely: (1) both patients and 
doctors dislike it; (2) it is harmful; and (3) it is unnecessary. 
Either the money paid to the doctors is more or less correct 
or it is not. In any case, it is the merest guess, and must 
remain so under the present system. The only check—namely, 
the record cards—is too farcical to be considered. The main 
point is that the system irritates both doctors and patients, and 
should be abolished. 

The only satisfactory scheme is payment per attendance, 
The patient would at once rise 4 the level of an ordinary 
private case, and the relationship between the doctor and 
patient would assume a very different complexion, to the great 
benefit of the latter certainly. Objections which would be 
raised are as follows: (1) that it is not pessible to budget for 
an indefinite amount; and (2) that abuse would be rife, the 
tendency being for doctors to over-attend cases and pile up 
Jarge and unnecessary bills. As regards (1), no one ever asked 
Mr. Lloyd George to budget thus. He launched the scheme, 
and the docters had to be fitted into the pattern, to which they 
obligingly and stupidly consented. At present, about two 
pence a week is paid to the doctor for each patient, of which, 
roughly, a penny is actually contributed by the insured 
person. Does anyone seriously suggest that these people would 
object to pay up to, say, another penny a week, if facts proved 
it necessary, in order to be raised to the status of a private 
patient’ I cannot conceive it possible. In the case of (2), 
abuse could be easily checked by one-tenth of the army o 
officials now engaged in working out the complicated capitation 
payments. Above all, the insured themselves would be directly 
concerned in economy, the best safeguard of all. 

The contract system is obviously unsound, as an example 
will show. There is a district with a population of aboat 
7,000, and fairly compact; there are six doctors, who work 
on the whole quite hard enough for efficiency, and often too 
hard. Allowing for “luxury ”’ visits (it is a fairly wealthy 
place), let us suppose that four men could carry out the work 
If it were all paid for at the capitation rate, these four men 
would have an average income of £700 a year, out of which 
motor expenses and surgery accommodation have to be paid 
Are we really showing any sense whatever in letting this go 
on, and even extend? Would the members of any other pt 
fession submit to it? Have we enough strength to say at last,
